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THE FURNITURE BROKER. 


BY AN OLD HAND.} 


¢ Py was with a feeling of intense amusement that I read the article on 
jf, the above subject in a late issue of the Jackdaw. I do not think I 
ever perused a compilation of errors so palpable and various. The writer, 
as I will endeavour to show, must have had a very superficial knowledge 
of his subject, and I trust that you will give an “ old hand” of more than 
twenty years’ experience in the furniture trade a chance of refuting his 
reckless and somewhat unjust assertions. Now, in the first place it is not, 
as alleged, a very easy thing to start such a business—quite the reverse. 
To commence this business one requires, in the first place, a suitable 
tenement in which the stock may be exposed for sale. Again, some 
responsible person is required to attend to customers, while the “ guid 
man of the hame” is out buying the “ miserable-looking office-desk ” on 





which, according to the showing of the writer of the article, he is to. make 
the very moderate, but hitherto unheard of, profit of four hundred per | 
cent. What is the broker to exist upon while waiting for this moderate 
profit? Has he no rates, taxes, or rent to pay? and does anybody sup- 
pose that this solitary transaction with regard to a desk would ever keep 
aman going. Has he no wife, or mayhap grown-up child, to maintain, 
and who in his absence guards the shop while he is picking up such 
monstrous bargains as that described? It is a great mistake to suppose 
that the business of a broker can be carried on, or even commenced, with 
an infinitesimal amount of capital. At the same time there is no doubt 
but that many of our leading and well-known furniture “ merchants” 
have had their beginning in a very small way, but then I contend that 
ultimate success has been owing to ordinary business acumen, which dis- 
played in any other commercial pursuit would meet with like reward. 
Then, again, it appears to be assumed that furniture brokering is a busi- 
ness which can be entered upon without any previous knowledge or 
training whatever. This is a very serious mistake, and shows the entire 
innocency of the author on the subject of his strictures. Were he to try 
his 'prentice hand at one or two promiscuous speculations in second-hand 
furniture, it would convince him that a little experience is a very neces- 
sary thing even in furniture purchasing. He altogether omits to mention 
the long training necessary to make a thorough broker. An old hand, as 
a rule, takes a very carefal survey of his intended purchase in moments 
of leisure previous to the sale, and comes prepared with the result of a 
careful scrutiny. He is thoroughly acquainted with all the merits and 
defects of the article to be disposed of. For instance, we will suppose it 
to be an ordinary so-called easy chair. Well, he has carefully inspected 
its condition; he has doubtless turned it upside down to gee as to the 
character of the make, if the springs are in good order, and so on. If the 
chair has been advertised as “ stuffed with hair” he satisfies himself as 
to the accuracy of this fact by carefully probing the stuffing with a long 
pin, which has the fine point slightly bent at an angle. Should there be 
flock instead of hair, the pin betrays the fact by bringing out a portion 
on its crooked end; should it not do this, he has still to make certain 
that it is really stuffed with genuine hair and not with “ country hair,” 
which is the trade cognomen of a fraud often practised in the wholesale 
furniture trade by the substitution of common hay for horse hair. 

It should not be forgotten that brokers are divided, as in many other 
trades and professions, into strictly defined classes. There are men who 
buy only the best descriptions of furniture; these are the gentlemen with 
the large establishments in our leading thoroughfares, who deal in suites, 
pianos, wardrobes, etc. Then below these come the dealers who delight 
in hair-seated hard-stuffed sofas, chairs, painted articles, and common 
furniture generally. Below these come the trucksters, so often designated 
by the euphonious title of marine-store dealers. They look sharply after

are all bound together more or less by the tie of a mystic brotherhood— 
that is to say, they are all members of the “‘ knock out.” In other words, 
they have formed an exclusive association or coterie among themselves, 
The leading rule of this association is that one member shall not knoy. 
ingly, under any circumstances, bid against another member; and the 
next rule is that all goods bought by the members shall be put up again 
for sale by auction privately among themselves. The consequence of 
this is that there is often a considerable margin between the actual value 
of an article and the price realised at a public sale—that is if the brokers 
have fortune in their favour. The goods are afterwards resold (in form 
only) in the back parlour of the nearest public-house, or some other 
equally convenient spot, among the brokers themselves. The full value 
is there given, and the difference between this amount and the price 
given at the public auction is handed to a temporary auctioneer appointed 
among themselves, who at the close of their sale proceeds to divide the 
surplus equally among the members of the craft then present, any odd 
coppers or small silver left over being accepted by himself as remuneration 
for his trouble.
